“There is not any undue proportion of 
children’s crimes among the Jews. Jews 
should in truth be better than other 
people, for they have ever stood for 
ideals. 

“Our people have been praised for our 
longevity and our vitality. Permit = 
to tell you that life has been 
hard for the Jew that he has had to sar 
the price according te the law of nature, 

and sometimes we suffer frdm -nervous 

diseases more tfiian other people. But if

RECIPROCITY’S PROSPECTS. 

Those enemies of the Canadian reci- 
procity agreement deceive themselves 
who hope to defeat it by throwing it 
out during the current session of Con- 
gress, thinking that it then will die a 
natural death.

It fs a 
very creditable showing. As a “Union 
of Citizens of New York City without 
regard to party for the purpose of se- 
curing the honest and efficient govern- 
ment of the City of New York,” it has 
organized its labors under two ‘heads, 
which are kept distinct: One is cam- 
paign work, the promotion of the nom- 
ination and election of suitable candi- 
dates; the other is inquiry into all legis- 
lation and all the operations of. city 
government, for criticism or sugges- 
tion. Contributions for each of these 
are not used for the other, a very sensi- 
blé plan, since many citizens might 
heartily approve the latter and not care 
to support the former, © 

Probably the work of the Committee 
on Legislation has been the most prac- 
tically and immediately useful. -It‘has 
been done, on the whole, with discre- 
tion, intelligence, and fidelity, and, the 
excellent results of the past entourage 
confidence in that of the future. The 
Union has done. something of the 
same sort with reference to the city 
government, and done it well. This 
year it proposes to extend it ina par- 
ticularly practical fashion. There will 
be an election of Aldermen this Fall, 
and as there is no general election it is 
possible to concentrate attention on the 
candidates. The Union proposes at the 
proper time to give to the public a de- 
tailed account of the record of each 
member of the board, in the same way 
that is followed in the case of members 
of the Legislature. We cite this merely 
as one example of the sensible methods 
of the Union. . 

We have not, as our readers are 
aware, always been able to agree with 
the direct political judgment of the Citi- 
zens’ Union, but we are convinced that 
the purposes of the organization are 
sound and its achievement of real 
value. Its present Chairman, Mr. 
WILLIAM JaYy SCHIEFFELIN, is an able 
man, of high character and the most 
disinterested zeal in true public service, 
and the Union, under his direction, is 
unquestionably a valuable agency in 
the sound civil life of the city. 


INFORM RESIDENT ALIENS. 

Secretary Nacgt, like his predeces- 
sors, plans the distribution of .newly 
arrived immigrants to the rural dis- 
tricts. The Division of Informationhas 
worked four years, but the apparent 
result of its work “does not indicate 
that the purpose of the law is being ful- 
filled.” 

Its purpose will never be fulfilled in 
this way. Arriving immigrants know 
whither they are bound. They will not 
be deflected to the rural districts away 
from friends and kinsfolk with whom 
they have made engagements. It is 
not the incoming immigrants, but the 
resident aliens whom the Department 
of Commerce and Labor should seek to 
distribute. Experience shows that 
when they have stayed here for a time 
they take flight to their native lands, 
a quarter of a million or more yearly, 
with hundreds of millions of cash. It 
is these whom we should, inform of 
American farms to buy better and 
cheaper than the European farms they 
seek, with larger and more eager mar- 
kets. 

"The Division of Information should 
not wait for ignorant foreigners to hunt 
up its office and ask for information. 
They will- never do that. Congress 
should instruct this division to adver- 
tise aggressively among the foreign 
residents of New York and other large 
cities the advantages, all, several, and 
particular, of the country. The Immi- 
gration Commission has advised this. 
It would be well, too, to have the cir- 
culars of the-Department of Agricult- 
ure spread among the American popu- 
lation of aliens translated into- their 
own tongues. Reasons of patriotism 
and of economy urge Congress to sanc- 
tion these measures and to make them 
mandatory. ‘

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THE HOPE DIAMOND. 


Editor Jewelers’ Circular Writes of the 
Stories of Misfortunes. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Although writer has been connected 
with the relry trade press for nearly 
twenty years and has been especially in- 
terested In the history of the great dila- 
monds of the world, he never heard of 
any stories connected with the Hope 
diamond until a sensational article ap- 
peared a short time after it was brought 
ta this country in 1901. As far as he 
can learn, the authentic history of this 
gem goes back only to 1830, when it ap- 
peared in the hands of a Mr. Daniel 
Eliason, and was subsequently bought by 
Henry Thomas. Hope, the banker, 
through whom it tame into the posses- 
sion of the family of the Duke of New- 
castle. It was held by the heirs of Mr. 
Hope and was in the possession of the 
present Duke of Newcastle from about 
1884 to 1901, when it was sold in London 
at auction. 

It was later brought to this country by 
Joseph Frankel’s Sons, and then went 
back to London. It was finally sold to 
one Habib in Paris, and though it was 
rumored that he bought it for the Sultan 
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of Turkey, the stone was again put on] and by publici

the market when the Habib collection 
was sold at auction about two years ago. 

This stone’ is believed to have been cut 
from the blue diamond of 67% carats 
that formed part of the stolen French 
regalia, and Edward W. Streetor, the 
London gem authority, contended that it 
was part of that stone, though this fact 
has pever been proved absolutely. 

No mention of any ill luck having be- 
fallen “Eliason, ‘Hope, or any of their 
descendants was ever made. The Frank- 
els surely were very prosperous while the 
stone was in their possession, as were 
the dealers who held it !n Europe. Habib’s 
misfortune referred to in the newspaper 
accounts occurred long after he had sold 
the stone. 

These stories first appeared in connec- 
tion with the story that the stone had 
been owned by Lord Francis Hope and 
worn by May Yohe. As Francis Hope 
never had the stone and May Yohe prob- 
ably never saw it (at least she néver had 
It) the newspaper accounts at the time 
mentioned were laughed at, but since 
then it has been the custom not only to 
revive these, stories every time mention 
of the stone appears in the/public press, 
but to add to them fictitious Incidents 
of misfortune as to alleged possessors of 
the stone at various times. ~

. Miss Deland on Suffrage. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The consideration of the problem of suffrage 
for women has become so trite, that any 
new light upon the subject, especially from 
the rank and file of the sex,,can scarcely be 
expected. Yet I am going to for a little 
space in yoursgolumns to ask a few questions 
prompted by Miss Margaret Deland’s iptter 
tn to-day’s Truus. 

Miss Deland declares that she has no ob- 
jection to the extensich of the suffrage; but 
would have ‘it restricted to those possessing 
intelligence and responsibility. No doubt these 
qualities set a good standard, but how is it 
to be maintained? Does it mean that women 
blessed with a college education should, by 
virtue of their knowledge, be granted the ex- 
clusive’ right to vote, while those less favored 
by circumstances be content. without it? - Or, 
if according to responsibility, are those in one 
field of labor to be so honored, while those 
im amother, not? Will this unequal division 
of a right, so universally fought to be es- 
tablished, behoove a democratic country as 
ours? 

In her letter, Miss Deland decries the mis- 
takes made in granting universal suffrage to 
men, and the greater mistake in granting it to 


the male negro, This fortunately is a plaint {. 


voiced only by a very few. It has cost the 
humen race not @ little life and bloodshed to 
establish this right, and of all prerogatives 
now enjoyed by man, this, it will be con- 
ceded, is the least abused.
